new immigration regulations be- 
come effective July 1° 


| These will cut red tape to help) 
new settlers. The minister said 


under present laws many tmmi- 
grants have to be admitted by spe- 
cial order-in-council, causing de- 
lays and discouragement. 

The new laws promised seven 
eategories of immigrants speedy 
admittance to Canada. These were: 

Citizens of Britain, 
land and the United States; rela- 
tives of legal residents in Canada; 
persons applying for permission to 
enter Canada to marry, provided 
they have support for their wives; 
agriculturists; special workers re- 
quested by employers in Canada: 
domestics and nurses’ aides; and 
immigrants recommended by the 
settlement service of the immigra- 
tion branch. 

“Immigrants from the British 
Isles will be encouraged by every 
means possible,” Harris said.

He reported that a reorganiza- 
tion of the immigration head- 
quarters in London was in pro- 


gress. In the near future it was 
expected tc provide free medical 
examination, including X-ray, and 
the same service would be extend- 
ed to France, where immigration 
encouraged.
